GRDBB  FAMILY 

IN  REUNION 


A  Glance  at  the  History  of  This 
Interesting  Clan. 


It  Comes  from  Nobility  in  Foreign 
Lands  and  Can  Be  Traced    a 
Thousand  Years— Fine  Ad- 
dress by  Rev.  N.  B. 
Grubb. 


Cloudy  skies  and  showers  did  not  de- 
ter a  goodly  number  of  the  Grubb  fam- 
ily from  gathering  at  Sanatoga  Park 
to-day  for  the  first  annual  reunion  of 
the  family.  In  response  to  the  invita- 
tion sent  out  by  several  interested  mem- 
bers.'theie  was  a  happy  gathering  in 
tlie  park  audiLoiiam,    this  -morning. 

Rev.  N.  B.  Grubb,  a  prominent  Men- 
nonite  clergyman.  <tf  ^Philadelphia, 
acted  as  chairman  and  George  F.  P. 
Wanger,  of  Pottstown.  jotted  down  the 
minutes.  ~Mr.  Wanger,  who  has  done 
the  preliminary  worlf  of  sending  out 
the  invitations,  called  the  meeting  and 
"How  Firm  a  Foundation"  was  sung. 
'IHiere  was  a  responsive  Scripture  les- 
son from  a  printed  program  and  Rev. 
Silas  M.  Grubb,  of  Philadelphia,  offered 
prayer.  The  gavel  used  was  cut  on 
the  original  Grubb  home  tract  in 
America. 

Rev.  N.  B.  Grubb  then  delivered  a 
highly  interesting  address  and  made  the 
meeting  feel  in  an  excellent  spirit.  He 
gave  a  sketch  that  greatly  pleased 
everybody.  He  said  the  family  name, 
whether  Grubb.  Grob  and  Krupp,  is 
an  honored  one  in  many  co'untries  and 
its  people  are  God-fearing  and  pious. 
The  Grubb  family  was  prominent  in 
England  as  early  as  1200  and  had  repre- 
'sentatives  in  Parliament.  In  1000,  the 
family  existed  in  Denmark  a.s  a  noble 
family,  a  discoveo'  that  has  been  made 
by  Judge  Ignatius  Grubb,  of  Wilming- 
lon,  Del.,  and  confirmed  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Royal  Archives  of  C'open- 
iiagen.  In  Scotland  to-day,  the  family 
i*s  numbered  among  the  nobility.  It  in 
(lohbtless  true  that  the  Grubbs,  Grobsj 
ind  Krupps.  including  the  German  i 
gunmakers  of  the  latter  name,  are  all  | 
one  family,  and  now  after  a  thousand  | 
years,  its  P.rst  reunion  ks  held. 


"Henry  Grubb.  ooir  German  a;  ^ 

who  we  believe  came  to  America  in  the 
year  1717  froni  Switzerland  with  a  num- 
ber of  his  brethren  of  like  failh — Men- 
nonite.  to  America  and  settled  in  Pt-nn- 
sylvania,  was  married  to  Catharine 
Addis,  the  daughter  of  Thoma.s  Addis. 
The  recoi'ds  sliow  that  he  purchased  150 
acres  of  land  in  Frederick  town.ship. 
from  David  Powell.  The  deed  bears  the 
date  of  September  27.   171.S. 

"Seven  children  were  born  to  Henry 
and  Catharine  Addis  Grubb.  The  names 
of  their  children  were:  Henry,  Conrad. 
Abraham,  Jacol),  George,  John  and 
Elizabetli. 

"Abraliam  Grubb,  from  whom  I  was 
descended,  married  Elizabeth  Frey,  the 
daughter  of  Wilhelm  Fry  and  the 
granddaughter  of  Henry  Frey,  one  of 
the  two  first  German  settlers  in  PeJin- 
sylva)iia.  .She  was  the  sister  to  my 
great-great-grandfather,  Jacob  Frey, 
who  was  married  to  Susanna  Bertolet, 
of  Oley.  Strange  to  say  my  great- 
gi-eat-grandparents  on  maternal  pater- 
nal side  were  brother  and  sister,  so 
that  I  am  my  own  fourth  cousin. 

"For  a  long  time  it  seemed  that  we 
should  never  be  able  to  state  for  a  '.••-!- 
five  fact  what  particular  faim  in  Fi.  1- 
ericK  it  was  that  was  first  purchased 
by  Heni-y  Grubb,  our  ancestor.  Less 
than  two  weeks  ago  that  pfoblem  was 
solved  by  thorough  investigation  by  our  j 
historian,  Mr.  George  F.  P.  Wanger, 
and  by  substantial  proof  established 
beyond  a  doubt  which  the  original  ti-act 
was.  I  am  jnore  than  delighted  to  know 
that  I  have  been  born  on  the  identical 
tract  of  land  which  my  gi-eat-great- 
great-grand father.  Henry  Grubb.  had 
purchased  in  September,  1718,  of  David 
Powell." 

The  Grubb  family  have  originally 
come  from  Denmark  wliere  in  the  time 
of  William,  the  Norman.  1000,  they  were 
among  the  noble  families  of  Denmark. 
In  1200  the  family  is  found  in  England 
and  as  members  of  the  House  of  Par- 
liament. These  statements  are  con- 
firmed by  the  Secretary  of  Koyal  Ar- 
chives of  Copenhagen.  Denmark,  in  a 
letter  to  Judge  Ignatius  Gnibb.  Wil- 
inington.  Delaware,  in  the  year  l.S'.tr;. 

Tile  first  Grubb  to  come  to  this  coun- 
try was  John  Grubb.  who  was  born  In 
Cornwall,  England,  in  IG:">2.  He  canu- 
to  Ameriia  from  Witt.'-hire.  England,  in 
1677.  and  laiuled  in  Xew  Ji-rs«»y.  -In  ^''>''^ 
he  bought  land  in  L'|)lanil.  now  Chtsi.  i. 
In  1681.  he  settled  at  Grubb's  Lan<liMg. 
oil  the  Delawai-e.  and  gave  it  Its  nanii;. 
1GI»2  to  1700  he  was  a  member  of 
Penn's  Asst'inbly.  In  Ki'.Kl.  he  was  <oni- 
missioned  a  Justice  of  Xew  Ca.stle,  Dal- 
aware.  He  died  In  1708.  At  his  death 
lie  was  ll'.e  own<  r 
land    In    both    Dela\-  i  • 

vania.

His  son,  Emanuel,  was  the  first  male 
child  of  white  parents  born  in  Penfi''.'? 
Province.  The  birth  of  this  .son  oc- 
curred in  16S2.  The  mothei-'s  name  was 
Frances.  Emanuel  Grubb  was  a  vestry- 
man in  the  St.  Martin's  Episcopal 
Church,  at  Marcus  Hook,  for  forty-tw<j 
years,  from  1725  to  1767.  Emanuel  had 
twelve  children.  One  of  the  twelve 
children  was  Emanuel  Grubb,  tha  sec- 
ond. William  B.  Grubb,  2205  Spruce 
street,  is  a  great-grandson  of  Emanuel 
the  second.  He<ice  a  great-g-reat-great- 
gra*idson  of  the  original  John,  and 
Frances  Grubb.

Pa.,  previous  to  1753,  where  he  settled  in  what  is  now  East  Coven- 
try township,  near  the  property  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Mr.  John 
F.  Grubb.  He  was  the  father  of  ten  (10)  children,  eit'ht  (8)  of  whom 
had  families,  as  follows  :  Hannah  Rinehart,  of  Ohio;  Conrad  Grubb. 
of  Nantmeal,  Pa.;  Henry  Grubb,  of  Virginia;  Elizabeth  Harleyman, 
residence  unknown;  Esther  Mowrey,  of  East  Coventry,  Pa.;  David 
Grubb,  of  North  Coventry,  Pa.;  Abraham  Grobb,  of  Canada,  and 
Susanna  Law,  of  Canada.

Mr.  VVanger  then  read  a  M-iection  fnnu 
tln>  letters  of  the  late  Sarah  Oubb  (for- 
merly .Sarah  Lynes),  of  Suilbury,  1848, 
compiled  by  .1.  (!rubb  and  11.  (irubb.  The 
letter   was  as    follows: 

"Sarah  Lynes,  daughter  of  Mason  and 
ITannah  (lloldway)  Lyne.s,  was  born  in 
Wajiping,  Ijondon,  1773;  licr  father  died 
ill  1779  and  in  1781  she  with  two  oth- 
ers of  the  cliildrcn  were  placi'd  iji 
'Friend's  School,"  Islington  or  then 
Clerkenwell.  Soon  after  slie  was  14 
years  old  she  entered  the  family  of  a 
friend — 'Sarah  (Jrubb,  of  Anner  ilills, 
near  Clonmel,  Ireland,  to  attend  the 
cliildren.  She  had  eiiibrac«'d  the  doctrines 
of  the  Friends  while  at  school  and  be- 
came a  minister  at  the  age  of  18,  travel- 
ing with  the  consent  of  her  Monthly 
Meeting  up  and  down  in  England  for 
some  successive  years.  She  preached  the 
Word  on  the  streets  and  in  the  markets, 
receiving  rude  treatment  and  abusive 
threats,  liut  persevered  in  her  evangelis-  [ 
tic  work.  ' 

"On  9th  Mo.  8th  1803  she  married 
John  Crubb  and  settled  in  Ireland;  af- 
ter the  birth  of  their  oldest  child  she 
with,  her  luisl)and  traveled  in  Ireland, 
Scotland  and  England,  preaching  in  all 
manner  of  i)laceft. 

"On  the  9th  of  9th  Mo.  1818,  they 
left  Clonmel,  for  Bury  in  Suffolk  with 
itheir  three  children,  where  they  obtain- 
ied  a  residence  but  were  little  at  home, 
traveling  in  the  work  of  the  gospel,  after 
living  at  Bury  5  years  they  took  a  house 
at  Chelmsford  in  Esse.x  wheie  they  lived 
6  years,  removing  thence  to  s'^toke  New- 
ington  near  I^omlon  which  tliey  calliHl 
home  for  a  space  of  3  years. 

"They  had  one  child  Avho  wettled  in 
Suffolk  and  2  in  Essex  (probably  the 
compilers  of  the  book)  ;  a  son  Joseph 
died   in    infancy. 

"John  (irubb  had  a  sister  Klizabeth, 
who  died  in  1829;  another  Anne;  an- 
t)ther  Abigail  and  another  Mary,  who 
i married  a  Davis.  He  died  at  Sudbury 
1 5th  Mo.   3d.   1841. 

"Sarah  (Irubb  continu<'d  to  preach  up 
to  near  the  time  of  her  death,  which  oc- 
curfred  at  ^Sudbury  16th  of  3d  Mo.  184  2, 
and  was  interred  in  the  Friend's  Burial 
dround  at  that  place  2  3d  of  3(1  Mo. 
;i842."
